1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims. Therefore, the "kitchen counter assembly" set forth 
in claims 9, 32 and 37 must be shown or the feature (s) canceled 
from the claim (s) . No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended."

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide 
proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. See 37 
CFR 1.75(d) (1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: Proper antecedent basis for the "kitchen 
counter assembly" set forth in claims 9, 32 and 37 could not be 
found in the specification. Applicant is reminded claim 
terminology in mechanical cases should appear in the descriptive 
portion of the specification by reference to the drawing (s) . 

3. Claims 33-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for a 
panel secured in a recess by an attachment member (fastener) , 
does not reasonably . provide enablement for securement only in a 
recess. The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. . 

4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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The claim is unclear as to the relationship between the 
"bolt" on line 2 thereof, and the "fastener" on line 6 of 
claim 26. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 3 5 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 4-7, 9 and 26-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Smith. 

The Smith reference discloses a sink comprising: a top 
surface including a basin 20; an apron 10,22 including a hole 
(Fig. 5 at 14) and a recess (receiving 14,38); a panel 14,38 
including a decoration (knobs); and a bolt (illustrated, Fig. 5) 
as claimed. Re claim 32, the Smith sink is considered to 
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comprise a "kitchen counter assembly" in the same sense as with 
applicant's disclosed invention.
